Local officers and federal prohibi- 
tion agents made another large liquor 
haul at about 3 o'clock this morning 
near the Schoolfield bridge when a 
large touring- car driven by William 
Dowdy and also occupied by Roscoe 
Barbour was intercepted, this found 
to be containing 101 gallons of corn 
whisky which was contained In itn 
cans. 
Officers participating- In the raid 
were Police Sergeant J. H. Martin, 
Patrolman Harvey Dameron and J. L. 
Dirting and A*. A. Mays of the federal 
prohibition force. Martin was called 
out of bed at an early hour today 
with information promising the inter- 
ception of the car. He secured the 
prompt co-operation of the other men 
and they blocked the road at the top 
of the hill. The liquor car was "halt- 
ed just in time to prevent a smash. 
The raiding squad encountered no 
difficulty in securing the two men 
and, it is understood, that Dowdy ad- 
mitted that the liquor was his. The 
two men were put in jail and the 
liquor was unloaded at the court- 
house. The car also was seized. Ac- 
cording t« the police both Dowdy and 
Barbour have been previously con- 
victed of transporting ardent spirits.

Allen Clan Men 
Hope For Freedom 


In Virginia Pen 


From a source which might be 
termed close to the penitentiary It has 
been learned by The Be* that the four 
members of the Allen clan who are 
serving: long sentences for their par- 
ticipation in the Hlllsville 
court 
shooting, ten years ago, stand small 
chance of being pardoned. The par- 
don board Is understood to have dis- 
cussed the question informally but to 
have taken no action beyond the ex- 
pression of personal views a majority 
of which are probably In favor of 
commutation or toerhaps reduction of 
the long terms. t>wing to the danger 
of a political issue being revived over 
the famous case the penitentiary au- 
thorities or those who are looked to 
by the state executive for advice ap- 
pear to be awaiting the result of ef- 
forts being made to win their pardon 
by the circulation of petitlpns. There 
seenia to be still a division of feeling 
over the matter. 
Incidentally an interesting sidelight 
is shed on the four characters, Sidna 
Allen, the oldest of the men serving 
terms. Friel Allen, Sidna and Wesley 
Edwards, the last three younger ..men. 
Despite their long terms there is not 
a bad mark aganist the records of 
any. 
All of them stll Icllng to the 
hope that one day they may be free, 
but the confinement on the mountain 
men who roame dthe everlasting hills 
of Carroll is leas palling now than it 
was when the men used to freedom 
in its fullest term felt keenly their 
restrictions. Sidna Allen is described 
by one man who sees him every week 
as a spiritual man although his views 
on religion are peculiarly advanced. 
He holds to the belief that once a 
Christian no sin can be committed. 
Allen in his early days a carpenter, 
has for some years been foreman of 
the shop in the penitentiary. 
He 
stands little chance of outliving his 
long term of penal servitude. Down 
In his heart be feels that he has suf- 
fered enough for his participation in 
the shooting. In his prime he was 
one of the richest men in Carroll 
county and his residence is said to 
have been the second finest in that 
county. Now, all of the fruits of his 
labors have been dissipated. 
The 
house and all of his farming effects 
were long since sold to satisfy verdicts 
for damages instituted by relatives of 
the victims. 
Friel Allen and the two Edwards 
boys have won places as trusties In 
the penitentiary. At not Infrequent 
intervals Friel, one of the younger 
men can be seen In Capitol park, a 
winsome figure feeding the squirrels. 
He la or was the private chauffeur of 
Major James B. Woods, superinten- 
dent of the penitentiary who has just 
resigned. While Major Woods 
at- 


^ends meetings, Allen is allowed to 
roam about unmolested by the parked 
car.

France's Terms Can 
Stave' Off Coming Col- 
lapse. 


GENOA, May 1.—(By The Assocl

Genoa for this week, say many of the 
statesmen, and may witnesses the 
smash of tbe International conference 
on which the whole of Europe has 
fixed its hopes. 
Only Russia's acceptance of the 
powers' memorandum can save the 
conference from disaster, as reluct- 
antly admitted by many of the dele- 
gates. 
Complete acceptance Is re- 
garded as improbable and even if the 
Soviet delegates surprised everybody 
by returning an affirmative answer, 
Belgium and France seem determined 
to their rider added to the property 
clause.

It la a British proposition 
modified to meet the suggestions of 
the other powers. 
It is learned authoritatively that 
the "draft provides that after signa- 
tures at Genoa, it must be ratified by 
the respective governments before it 
becomes operative. 
The pact de- 
clares substantially that if one coun- 
try attacks another then the other 
signatories shall immediately confer 
for the purpose of deciding uponj 
steps to put an end to acts of aggres- 
sion which threaten the peace of Eu- 
rope. The consultation clause follows 
the lines of thev four-power -, Pacific 
pact arranged at' Washington.
